tions an d house-burn in g by night. AU of the 
murders have been cruel, heartless, a n d' a l­ 
most without tho shadow of provocation . 
Given, on tho one han d, a family with its 
con tingents of the same blood, allied an d 
cemented by a common desire to aven ge ail 
im agin ary affront, an d on the other an other 
family , small in the m atters of allian ce an d 
collateral sy mpathies, doomed to destruction 
by the larger, an 1 the case is stated. 
The scene of n early all of the m urders an d 
assassinations of the y ears n amed is the n a r­ 
row bottom of Tug river, abovo an d below 
the mon th of Pond creek, on the K en tucky 
side. 
Randall M tCoy , with his wife an d 
thirteen children, six y ears ago lived in a log 
hut n ear the m outh of l ’ond creek. 
To-day 
his house is in ashes, four 
of his sons an d 
one daughter lie in bloody graves, an d h im ­ 
self ami family w an der in the moun tain s, 
homeless aud well n igh penniless. 
In 1S$1 a warrant was issued for the arrest 
of John son Hatfield, a son of Anderson, who 
eluded the officials 
for 
several 
months. 
Talbot 
McCoy was deputized to serve the 
warrant. 
McCoy* captured Hatfield and 
started 
with him for Pike court 
house, 
tw euty miles distant, McCoy ’s two brothers 
acting as guards. 
A friend apprised the 
Hatfields of the arrest, and the elder Hat­ 
field, accompanied by his allies, intercepted 
the McCoys and rescued his son at the point 
of their guns, and returned to West Virginia. 
A year later, at an election in Kentucky, 
Elias and Ellison 
Hatfield engaged in a 
quarrel with Talbot McCoy over an alleged 
debt, during which McCoy stabbed Ellison 
Hatfield iu the back. 
Hatfield began pound­

McCoy’s younger brother stabbed and shot 
Hatfield, inflicting fatal wound*.

At an election in August 
last, Louis 
V arn ey was beaten almost to

The story wa3 obtained principally from 
Mr. and Mrs. McCoy, who show unm istak­ 
able evidence of the intensity of their suffer­ 
ings, and is fully corroborated by others. 
No one knows why the fiendish m alignity 
should have been kept u p 
But once has 
McCoy attempted to retaliate, and that but 
a few years ago. 
Even now no feeling of re­ 
sentment is manifest. 
He spoke like a man 
who had been bent and alm ost broken by 
the weight of his afflictions and grief.
